Planning commission approves affordable 
housing development in Boyne City 


By Michelle Medjesky 


BOYNE CITY - A developer who 
hopes to build more than 200 new 
housing units in Boyne City is mov- 
ing one step closer to breaking 


Macksey said he intends to com- 
plete the project in two phases, start- 
ing first by developing 20 acres and 
then completing the development on 
the remaining ten acres within the 
next ten years. 


Other residents told the commis- 
sion they are worried the new devel- 
opment might adversely impact 
traffic flow and that some of the al- 
ready deteriorating neighborhood 
streets won’t be able to handle the ad- 


November. But if you’ve 
ever considered affecting 
change in your own commu- 
nity by throwing your hat 
into the political ring-and 
you live in the city of East 
Jordan-then now is the time 
to do it. 

Four seats on East Jor- 
dan’s city commission will 
be up for grabs in the No- 
vember 2017 election and 
those interested in seeking 
to fill one of those seats have 
just less than a month left to 
file the paperwork to do so. 

The city clerk’s office will 
be accepting petitions from 
interested city commission 
candidates until 4 p.m. Tues- 
day, April 25. Qualified can- 
didates must submit their 
properly filled-out forms to 
the city clerk’s office located 
at 201 Main Street before the 
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sion to approve a conditional rezon- 
ing request submitted by Ted 
Macksey, a Boyne City developer, 
who wants to bring a mix of single 
family and multi-family residences to 
the city. 

Macksey’s request entailed re-zon- 
ing roughly 30-acres of land at 600 
Jefferson Street from rural estate to 
multi-family classification so his 
planned project can include a wider 
variety of usage at a larger density. 

He told the planning commission 
he intends to build a multi-family 
housing development on the site, 


kudos being voiced by local residents 
during what turned out to be a more 
than three hour-long commission 
meeting. 

Some property owners in the vicin- 
ity of Macksey’s planned develop- 
ment said they are opposed to the 
project, primarily over concerns that 
it might aggravate an existing 
groundwater and storm water 
drainage problem in the area. 

However, Scott McPherson, the 
city’s planning director, assured that 
Macksey has agreed to meet 
Charlevoix County’s storm water re- 
quirements and must retain runoff 


the increased traffic flow incited by 
the development will easily be ab- 
sorbed and routed through neighbor- 
hood streets. 

While some expressed concerns 
about Macksey’s project, others told 
the commission they were happy and 
relieved to finally see more affordable 
housing options coming to the area, 
which has long been a goal of city of- 
ficials in this rapidly developing com- 
munity. 

The Boyne City Commission is ex- 
pected to vote on whether to accept 
the city planning commission’s rec- 


pire in 2021. Those seats are 
currently held by city com- 
missioners Mark Penzien, 
Thomas Breakey and Russ 
Peck. The fourth seat open- 
ing is for a partial term that 
will expire in 2019 and is 
currently filled by Tracey 
Johnson, who was ap- 
pointed to the commission 
in 2016. 

The East Jordan City 
Charter has set forth a num- 
ber of eligibility require-

Boyne City to discuss Open Space acquisition and possible millage election 


Residents of Boyne City are in- 
vited to attend a meeting on April 
18 to discuss options for purchasing 
the approximate 4.5-acre lakeshore 
site, known as the “Open Space,” lo- 
cated at 475 North Lake St. across 
the street from the Family Fare 
Shopping Plaza. City Commission- 
ers and staff will be at the Open 
Space, weather permitting between 
6:30 to 6:50 p.m. and then move to 
the temporary City Hall for the 
April 18 work session with public 
discussion starting at 7:00 p.m. 

“The community is strongly en- 
couraged to attend and share their 
thoughts,” said Mayor Tom Neid- 
hamer. “The purchase of this beau- 
tiful waterfront property is a 
tremendous opportunity for Boyne 
City today and for generations to 
come. We want and need the com-

munity’s input to make this a real- 
ity.” 

The Boyne City Commission at 
its all-day budget work session on 
March 21 discussed options to ac- 
quire the Lake Charlevoix water- 
front property. The property was 
acquired almost two years ago by 


local residents Bob Grove and Mike 
Dow with the desire to create a per- 


manent public open space where 


people could enjoy the property and 


its views of Lake Charlevoix. The 


City is currently using the property 
under a lease with an option to buy 
that runs through December of this 


year. 
The anticipated sale price to the 
City is $3.2 million, which is less 


than Grove and Dow have invested 


in the property. Additional fees 
such as a title search, appraisal, 


and closing costs will bring the 
price to just shy of $3.3 million. 
Since the 2015 lease agreement, the 
City has been applying for grants 
and exploring ways to raise funds 
to purchase the open space prop- 
erty. 

A significant contribution for 
purchasing the property came last 
December when the City was 
awarded a Department of Natural 
Resources Trust Fund (MNRTF) 
Grant that will pay 74% of the prop- 
erty’s appraised value. As required 
by the MNRTF grant requirements, 
the City must contract with a State- 
approved appraiser to evaluate the 
land’s worth. 

“Tn a best-case scenario, the ap- 
praisal will show a value equivalent 
to the agreed upon purchase price, 
leaving the City to match the 


MNRTF at 26%,” said Boyne City 
City Manager Michael Cain. “How- 
ever, if the appraisal comes in 
lower than the purchase price it 
will create a more significant gap 
between the grant amount and the 
City’s contribution.” 

City staff has estimated the gap 
could range anywhere between 
$860,000 and $1.8 million. Cain said 
the city will be able to provide a 
more exact number as the project 
continues through the grant 
process. 

Noting the many comments re- 
ceived from Boyne City residents 
over the years expressing their de- 
sire for the City to acquire more 
lakefront property when possible, it 
was the consensus of the City Com- 
mission to begin discussions with 
the public about all of the funding 


options and a possible millage elec- 
tion to complete the property pur- 
chase.

The foolish origin of April Fools’ Day

Free health care for all! Social 
Security benefits on the rise. 
Warm weather is here to stay 
until November. Red meat cures 
cancer... don’t believe everything 
you hear on April 1. 

Somewhere in time, a tradi- 
tion began that encouraged folks 
to bend the truth, perform out- 
landish pranks, and make ludi- 
crous claims on a very 
non-descript day on the calen- 
dar; April 1. Since its shrouded 
birth, April Fools’ Day has lived 
a long and colorful life indeed. 
When, why, where and how it 
began is as deceptive as the in- 
tent of the pranksters’ deeds of 
the day itself. 

One theory takes us back to 
the 1,500’s when the Gregorian 
calendar was adopted after long 
following the Julian calendar. 
The Julian calendar referenced 
the spring vernal equinox (late 
March) as the start of the New 
Year. The Gregorian calendar 
moved the start of each year to 
January 1. The idea is that 
those who forgot this change, 
and still thought of spring as the 
start of the year, were April 
fools.

Another possibility also 
points to the vernal equinox. In 
the Middle Ages the Greco-Ro- 
mans celebrated the Hilaria fes- 
tival on the first day after spring 
began. It featured parades, mas- 
querades and jokes...resulting in 
a whole lot of people acting a bit 
foolishly around April 1. 

Digging even deeper, and 
verging on the edge of sounding 


a bit like an April Fool, there is a 
passage in Chaucer’s “Canter- 
bury Tales” that references 32 
days in March. Most scholars 
feel this was simply a copying 
error. Some believe this was in- 
tentional in that the passage 
portrayed a date, March 
32/April 1, on which Chauntleer 
is tricked (fooled) by a fox. 
Other references found in lit- 


erature (cited from the highly 
reliable Wikipedia) include: 

- In 1508, French poet Eloy 
d’Amerval referred to a poisson 
d’avril (April fool, literally “Fish 
of April’), a possible reference 
to the holiday. 

- In 1539, Flemish poet Eduard 
de Dene wrote of a nobleman 
who sent his servants on foolish 
errands on April 1. 

- In 1686, John Aubrey re- 
ferred to the holiday as “Fooles 
holy day”, the first British refer- 
ence. 

- In the 18th and 19th cen- 
turies, a popular prank in 
Englance on April 1 was to trick 
people into going to the Tower of 
London to “see the Lions 
washed”. 

It seems that trying to make 
sense of the origin of April 
Fools’ Day is simply a foolish en- 
deavor. Rest assured that this 
coming Saturday, April 1, our 
gullibility’s will be put to the 
test. Many a prankster will be 
lurking about just itching to 
honor a long established tradi- 
tion...resulting in an ear to ear 
grin and a whopping cry of 
“APRIL FOOLS!” 
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“That no child in the
